French, were reported rag- 
ing in the Mediterranean 
and Atlantic today as Brit- 
ain fought to keep her sur- 
rendered ally's navy from falling 
Into axis hands, 
DNB, the official German news 


agency, gave an account of the ap- 
parently major fight at the Medi- 
terranean port of Oran, 275 miles 
east of Gibraltar, on the North 
African coast, which Indicated that 
the British had all but smashed 
the backbone of France's navy- 
fourth largest In the world. 
Dispatches from Geneva said a 
fierce battle was also in progress 
between the British and French at 
Casablanca, French Morocco, 400, 
miles from Oran. 
The Geneva dispatch said Ital- 


ian battleships were speeding un- 
der forced draft to help the report- 
edly badly-crippled French ships 
under attack at Oran. 
Casablanca, on the Atlantic coasl 
southwest of Gibraltar, Is about 
400 miles west of Oran. 
In the Mediterranean clash, pre- 
cipitated yesterday evening when 
the French commander refused to 
submit to a 6-hour British ultl- 
matur, two French battleships were 
reported set afire, a third was 
blown up and a fourth, with small 
er warships, escaped under fire.

WASHINGTON, July 4.—(&)—A 
Roosevelt-Hull ticket was forecast 
today in high democratic circles 
which have become convinced thai 
the president will accept a third 
term nomination. 
Although Mr. Roosevelt has glv 


en no public hint of his intentions 
usually authoritative sources de- 
clared that he has made up his 
mind to run and that he wants 
Secretary of State Hull for the vice 
presidential nominee. 
Hull has been spoken of fre- 


quently for first place on the demo- 
cratic slate if the chief executive 
should not run, but only recently 
has his name come to the fore in 
vice presidential talk. 
Those who believe Mr. Roosevelt 


will break precedent and agree to 
'carry his party's standard once 
more contend that ho will be Im-1 
polled by the European crisis and 
American defense needs. For that 
•eason, they picture Secretary Hull 
as a logical running mate, since he 
s the cabinet member handling 
'orelgn relations.

GERMANS DECLARE 


DRITISH AIRPLANE 
CARRIER TORPEDOED 


(By The Associated Press.) 


L O N D O N , July 4.—Great Britain has 
disabled 


or destroyed in battle or taken over under her own col- 
ors a "large proportion" of the French navy lest it fail 
into German hands, Prime Minister Churchill tearfully 
announced today in the house of commons. 


Even as the prime minister addressed the house, Brit- 


ish and French naval units still at large in the Mediter- 
ranean and elsewhere were virtually at war. 


Brushing tears from his cheeks, Churchill delivered 


to the tensely quiet house and crowded galleries an ac- 
count of the British-French engagements which started • 
yesterday afternoon off Oran and Mera El-Kebir, Al- 
geria, which brought, according to the prime minister's 
account: 


Sinking of a battleship of the Bretagne class 
and 


heavy damage to another; 


Damage and grounding of a battle cruiser of the 


Strasbourg class; 


Sinking or firing of two destroyers and an airplane 


carrier; and torpedoing of a battle cruiser, either the 
Strasbourg or the Dunkerque, as she joined others in a 
dash toward the French continental base at Toulon. 


Churchill said that the Dunkerque would be' out of 


action "for many months to come." 


The British carried out their assault on the French 


at Mera El-Kiber without interference from 
Italy, 


Churchill said. 


"The Italian fleet kept prudently out of the way, 


he commented. "We shall take the necessary steps to 
maintain command of the .Mediterranean."

Aside from the 
prose Prologue, and occasional ex- 
planatory paragraphs, the book is 
in verse; and should be read In 
the Revised Version, or one of the 
modern translations 
which pre- 


serve the poetical form. The pages 
are studded with great phrases 
which have become the prover- 
bial wisdom of Christendom. 


We are told little about the au- 


thor, the time or the place. Evi- 
dently Job was a patriarch, a pow- 
erful sheikh dwelling somewhere 
on borders of Arabia.

between God, Job and Job's four

and Elihu, the last a young man 
who spoke after the others wer« 
through. 
Let It first be set down clearly 
that Job had friends. They were 
not wise, but they were true and 
unselfish. Job's had been the sort 
of life than won friends. In his ad- 
versity they forsook all else ana 
turned to comfort him, In the 
first seven days of his grief they 
simply sat silent in his presence 
—an act more solacing than their 
subsequent 
wordiness. 
Just 
to 


have friends who stand by: that 
Is one of the rewards of fine liv- 
ing.The great point made by Job's 
friends 
In their argument 
was 
that his suffering must have been 
caused by his sin. Conscious of 
his integrity, Job withstood this 
arraignment.

Job was a wealthy and upright 


and happy sheikh, an outstanding 
character of righteousness. Satan 
—oh yes, the Bible has no doubt 
about the existence of a power- 
ful, malign agent outside of our- 
selves who is the timeless enemy 
of goodness—came sneering, "Does 
Job fear God for nought?" He was 
given the right to sift Job by tho 
destruction of all his children and 
possessions. No refugee on Bel- 
gium's weary ways was ever more 
thoroughly despoiled 
than Job. 


Still Job could say, "The Lord 
gave and the Lord hath 
taken 


away; blessed be th» name of the 
Lord." 


Again cynical Satan said, "Skin 
for skin, yea, all that a man hath 
will be give for hia life." Another 
He from the father of lies; on the 
battlefields of Europe we behold 
heroes who put life last, and not 
first.

All 
the other classics contain no par- 
allel to it. Its wisdom consists in 
portraying the one clear reality— 
a human aoul in struggle portrait 
of a steadfast spirit. Nowadays we 
are familiar with the stories of 
sophisticated and wealthy men, 
who, when adversity comes, jump 
out of high windows to death. No 
such cowardly course was possible 
to Job. He was made of sterner 
stuff. He could endure. And his 
experience has heartened the race. 
For the great lesson of the book 


is that the suffering of the righte- 
ous is disciplinary, and not puni- 
tive. It is "tribulation"—the thresh- 
ing of the grain from the chaff. 
God's ways are not always clear 
to men; but they are Hi» ways. 
And by the path of suffering we 
enter Into somewhat of the 
pa- 


tience of God, who Is always work- 
ing out larger designs than we 
can comprehend. 


We are nowadays living In a 


world that is in the process of be- 
ing remade. Vast designs are un- 
der way, designs that will ulti- 
mately vindicate God's goodness 
and care. He is doing something 
with and for humanity. Our part, 
like Job's, is to trust Him to the 
uttermost, certain that, afl in Job's 
case, the end will justify all. The 
really significant fact about

restoration of Job's

prosperity is that it found him a 
bigger, better man.

Selfish In Lifeboat*. 
"In the lifeboat the internees 


were selfish too, When a plane 
dropped bread and 
bully 
beef, 


they grabbed it and a few started 
to wolf It as fast as they could. 
The soldiers had to seize it from 
them before it could be shared 
evenly among us, 


"I saw the ship's doctor, appar- 


ently wounded in the leg, stand 
up and salute the ship and the 
captain as the vessel turned half 
over and «ank within about two 
minutes'. 


"The decks were a sea of faces 
as she went down and I could 
see windlasses and other objects 
moving Into the crowd of men as 
she made her final heel over." 


The steward said the Germans 
and Austrians among the prison-
